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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

This  month  we  feature  the  reverse  of  a  particularly  fine  example  of  a  Siculo-Punic 
tetradrachm  of  c.  350-325  B.C.  (see  B60).  It  was  struck  in  Sicily  by  the  Carthaginians  who 
dominated  trade  in  the  western  Mediterranean  before  the  three  Punic  Wars  with  Rome.  The 
obverse  type  takes  its  inspiration  from  the  wreathed  head  of  Arethusa  surrounded  by 
dolphins  created  by  Euaenetus  at  Syracuse.  The  reverse,  with  its  horse's  head  and  palm  tree, 
represents  two  of  the  constant  elements  appearing  on  the  Siculo-Punic  coinage.  The  horse 
plays  a  prominent  part  in  Carthaginian  religious  iconography,  being  associated  with  the 
goddess  Tanit.  Beside  it,  the  palm  tree  seems  to  be  a  rebus;  the  Greek  work  for  palm  is  <j>oivi^, 
which  appears  to  be  a  pun  on  ‘Phonenician'  or  ‘Punic'.  The  Punic  letters  below  the  horse’s 
truncation  (most  easily  transcribed  as  AMMChNT),  translate  as  ‘People  of  the  Camp’, 
indicating  like  a  number  of  these  coins,  a  location  (some  name  the  issuing  authority  with  the 
words  ‘the  paymasters’  on  them).  The  finest  dies  in  this  series,  as  on  this  example,  were 
certainly  engraved  by  Greek  craftsmen  although  other  dies  are  patently  the  work  of  Punic 
copyists.  This  coin  predates  Hannibal  (247-183/2  B.C.),  Carthage’s  most  famous  son,  by  a 
century  or  more  before  he  took  command  of  the  Carthaginian  forces  in  the  Second  Punic 
War.  '

Introduction 

Since  Drury  (1920)  published  his  list  of  "The  Later  XIXth  Century  Farthing  Tokens  of 
Ireland1,  no  serious  attempt  has  been  made  to  critically  evaluate  the  160'  varieties  that  con 
stitute  its  contents.  A  number  of  questions  concerning  the  pieces  individually,  and  as  a  group, 
may  be  asked.  Indeed,  even  the  homogeneity  of  the  original  list  is  open  to  question,  while 
several  pieces  not  included  by  Drury  should,  in  due  course,  be  considered  for  incorporation. 

As  a  preliminary  to  a  more  comprehensive  study  of  this  topic  it  was  deemed  useful  to 
undertake  a  census  to  ascertain  the  relative  rarity  of  individual  pieces.  It  has  been  possible  to 
assemble  data  on  the  contents  of  34  collections,  accumulations  and  inventories  in  private, 
public  and  commercial  holdings.  Obviously,  it  has  not  been  practical  to  double-check  and/or 
examine  all  pieces  reported,  although  considerable  effort  has  been  expended  to  verify  any 
unusual  or  suspicious  claims.  Nevertheless,  various  errors  may  have  been  introduced 
inadvertently,  and  are  suspected  in  some  instances.  These  will  be  the  subject  of  further 
enquiry,  but  for  the  moment  the  data  are  certainly  tolerably  accurate. 

Although  duplications  were  reported  by  those  respondents  who  had  them,  and  these  have 
been  included  in  the  tally,  there  are  certain  inherent  biases  in  these  data  that  should  be 
mentioned.  Because  most  private  collectors  seek  only  a  single  specimen  of  each  item,  rarer 
pieces  may  be  over-represented  and  more  common  pieces  under-represented.  At  this  juncture 
the  data  are  not  entirely  adequate  to  appriase  the  impact  of  this  effect.  However,  by  including 
duplicates,  especially  those  in  museum  and  commercial  holdings,  and  by  sampling  the  casual 
holdings  of  collectors  not  ‘devoted1  to  the  series,  it  is  hoped  that  this  bias  will  have  been 
ameliorated.  Other  biases  are  either  known  or  suspected  and  will  be  mentioned  under  discus¬ 
sion. 

Results 

The  respondents  to  the  census  reported  an  aggregate  of  2670  pieces.  In  Table  I  this  raw  tally 
is  presented.  In  the  course  of  collecting  and  analysing  these  data,  several  problems  became 
evident.  The  first  and  most  serious  of  these  concerned  uncertainty  in  the  identification  of  the 
various  issues  of  Todd,  Burns  &  Co.  (D90-94).  The  diagnostic  difficulties  were  subsequently 
dealt  with  in  detail  (Coleman  and  Todd,  1979).  It  was  determined  that  the  descriptions  for  the 
five  numbers  as  given  by  Drury  were  confused  and,  in  any  case,  only  four  varieties  actually 
existed  (as  Drury  admitted  in  a  footnote).  The  reports  received  from  respondents  often 
indicated  confusion  and  a  reclassification  could  not  be  readily  made.  This  problem  has  been 
resolved  by  conducting  an  ‘independent12  sampling  of  45  pieces  and  the  reapportioning  of  the 
1  1  1  pieces  originally  reported  as  D90-94  into  the  four  varieties  established  as  existing  ( i.e . 
omitting  D9  1 ;  see  Table  II). 

A  second  difficulty  arose  with  respect  to  the  pieces  designated  D51-53.  This  resulted,  it 
was  discovered,  from  the  erroneous  diagnosis  of  worn  examples  of  D51  as  an  ‘imaginary1 
variety,  D52  (Coleman  and  Todd,  1980).  In  the  present  tabulation  those  pieces  reported  as 
D52  have  simply  been  transferred  to  D5  1  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  analysis. 

In  Table  III,  the  raw  data  collected  have  been  arranged  into  43  classes  according  to  the  fre¬ 
quency  (nil  to  42)  at  which  they  appeared  in  the  census.  In  Figure  1  is  depicted  the  number  of

Drury  types  in  each  class.  The  distribution  suggested  by  this  histogram  is  roughly  normal, 
but  somewhat  negatively  skewed  (mean  class  c.  17;  median  class  c.  21),  due  in  part,  no  doubt, 
to  the  sampling  bias  mentioned  above.  Clearly,  the  difference  between  the  adjacent  classes  are 
due  mainly  to  sampling  error.  A  more  meaningful  display  is  generated  by  pooling  these  data 
into  9  major  groups  (omitting  the  nil  class)  to  produce  the  frequency  polygon  in  Figure  1. 
These  nine  groups  may  be  designated,  tentatively,  as  1  Extremely  Rare;  2  Very  Rare;  3  Rare; 
4  Scarce;  5  Normal;  6  Common;  7  Very  Common;  8  and  9  Extremely  Common.

Another  type  of  sampling  bias  that  must  be  considered  is  geographic  (or  perhaps,  better 
termed  geo-historical).  This  is  nicely  exemplified  by  dividing  the  entire  data  into  two  sub¬ 
samples,  viz.  the  407  pieces  in  the  collection  of  the  Ulster  Museum,  and  the  2263  pieces 
reported  from  all  other  sources.  When  the  proportions  of  the  pieces  of  Belfast  issuers  (D8-35) 
in  each  of  these  subsamples  are  compared,  it  is  immediately  obvious  that  they  differ 
appreciably.  For  the  portion  of  the  census  not  including  the  Ulster  Museum  material,  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  Belfast  pieces  is  424/2263  =  18.7%.  For  the  Ulster  Museum  collection  alone,  this 
frequency  is  1 18/407  =  28.9%.  This  difference  is  statistically  significant  (^:  =  22.5)  although 
such  a  finding  is  hardly  surprising  in  this  instance.  It  has  only  been  presented  to  indicate  that 
because  the  Ulster  Museum  holdings  are  substantial  (15.2%  of  the  total),  they  may  bias  the 
overall  proportions  slightly. 

Further  analyses  are  contemplated  to  see  if  particular  places  of  issue  ( e.g .  Cork,  Dublin, 
etc.)  are  over-represented  in  other  collections  or  groups  of  collections.  For  instance,  an 
interesting  distribution  is  revealed  in  a  comparison  of  the  numbers  of  Munster  tokens  found  in 
the  National  Museum  of  Ireland,  the  British  Museum,  the  National  Museum  of  Wales,  the 
Ulster  Museum  and  American  collections.  These  data  are  summarised  in  Table  IV.  The 
proportion  in  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland  does  not  deviate  statistically  from  all  others 
combined  ( x 2  =  0.458).  However,  it  is  significantly  different  from  that  in  the  Ulster  Museum 
(X2  =  5.73)  and  the  pooled  British  Museum  and  National  Museum  of  Wales  holdings  (x~  = 
5.95),  these  latter  two  being  virtually  identical  to  one  another  (^:  =  0.005).  The  proportion  of 
Munster  pieces  at  the  Ulster  Museum  and  in  American  collections,  while  not  departing 
statistically  from  one  another  ( x:  —  1.65),  differ  very  greatly  from  the  pooled  British  Museum 
and  National  Museum  of  Wales  accumulations  (x:  =  20.5).  From  these  analyses  it  may  be 
concluded  that  Munster  tokens  are  significantly  over-represented  in  the  English/Welsh 
museum  samples,  under-represented  in  the  Ulster  Museum  and  normally  represented  in  the 
National  Museum  of  Ireland  and  American  collections.  These  differences  no  doubt  relate  to 
patterns  of  migration  and  commercial  contact,  largely  in  the  last  century,  but  further 
examination  of  these  topics  is  best  deferred  until  additional  data  have  been  assembled. 

Of  the  157  types  and  varities  to  be  considered  (having  excluded  the  ‘imaginary'  items,  D52, 
D91  and  D106A),  30  explicitly  relate  their  issuers  to  the  wine  and  spirit  trade.-  This,  in  itself, 
is  not  remarkable,  but  when  the  distribution  of  these  particular  issues  within  the  entire 
distribution  is  noted,  it  will  be  seen  that  all  but  one  fall  below  the  median  class  (Figure  1).  In 
other  words,  the  issues  of  wine  and  spirit  merchants  are  significantly  rarer,  on  average,  than 
those  of  other  kinds  of  issuers.  Within  this  group  of  30  tokens,  four  (D78,  D79,  D96  and 
D97)  are  certainly  tavern  tokens  (see  Todd,  1977,  1980)  and  four  (D70.  D71.  D72  and  D73)

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are  possibly  tavern  tokens,  i.e.  pieces  probably  employed  in  some  sort  of  internal  accounting 
procedure  of  a  given  establishment.  They  may  have  had  an  assumed  value  equivalent  to  one 
drink  and  were  never  intended  for  circulation  or  redemption  as  farthings.  Removal  of  these 
eight  pieces  has  the  effect  of  shifting  the  distribution  towards  a  normal  pattern.  Exclusion  of 
all  30  pieces  would  further  this  effect,  but  such  a  manipulation  is  not  warranted  as  a  certain 
number  of  them  are  nominated  farthings,  and  together  with  others  not  expressly  valued,  were 
presumably  promulgated  for  the  same  reasons  as  the  bulk  of  the  series. 

The  removal  of  the  certain  and  possible  tavern  tokens  does  not  fully  resolve  the  skewing  of 
the  distribution  and  other  exclusions  and  rearrangements  may  be  suggested.  There  is  some 
evidence  that  D5A  is  nothing  more  than  a  manufacturing  defect  (?broken  collar)  as  a 
specimen  has  been  seen  in  which  the  edge  is  only  partly  milled.  If  D5A  is  pooled  with  D5,  the 
normality  of  the  distribution  is  increased.  It  should  also  be  mentioned  that  D155  (in  class  5) 
has  not  been  confirmed  as  an  Irish  token  and  may,  in  fact,  be  from  Liverpool  (Todd,  1979). 
Its  removal,  together  with  the  replacement  of  D5A  leaves  a  residual  distortion  that  is  not 
more  than  might  be  expected  on  the  basis  of  the  inherent  sampling  bias  mentioned  before. 
Further  attempts  to  adjust  the  distribution  should  await  the  clarification  of  the  status  of  other 
pieces  -  do  they  exist  and,  if  so,  are  they  die  trials  or  specimens?  -  as  well  as  the  inclusion  of 
some  pieces  not  originally  considered  by  Drury. 

Conclusions 

It  is  already  apparent  that  what  Drury  listed  cannot  be  uncritically  accepted  as  a  complete 
and  homogeneous  assemblage.  In  due  course,  some  attention  should  be  paid  to  what  might  be 
withdrawn  and  what  might  be  added  to  produce  a  more  reasonable  entity.  Thus  far.  it  has 
been  possible  to  eliminate  certain  pieces  as  ‘imaginary',  D51,  D91  and  D106A.  D5A  may 
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also  be  omitted  as  only  a  ‘freak’.  Certainly  D78,  D79,  D96  and  D97  cannot  be  supported  for 
inclusion  as  they  are  not  farthings  but  are  tavern  tokens.  A  few  other  pieces  may  ultimately 
be  determined  to  be  in  this  category  as  well.  D155  may  not  even  be  Irish  and  some  items  may 
be  only  die  trials  or  specimens  and,  as  such,  could  be  excluded  as  peripheral. 

One  aspect  of  the  distribution  seems  worth  some  speculation.  The  total  distribution 
approaches  normality  and  thus  the  number  of  pieces  in  each  class  (or  group  of  classes)  has  a 
special  relationship  to  relative  rarity.  It  might  have  been  predicted,  for  instance,  that  the  most 
common  pieces  would  belong  to  the  most  common  class.  The  fact  that  they  do  not  suggests 
that  such  common  pieces  were  employed  in  some  uncommon  connection.  Conversely,  the 
rarer  items  (taken  as  a  whole)  are  relatively  numerous,  perhaps  an  indication  of  a  fairly 
standard  usage,  albeit  not  requiring  large  supplies  of  pieces.  Tentatively,  these  considerations 
argue  for  an  artificiality  of  the  assemblage,  one  that  might  reflect  the  admixture  of  pieces 
used,  on  the  one  hand,  strictly  as  tokens  but,  on  the  other  hand,  strictly  as  advertising  tickets. 
However,  until  each  class/group  has  been  correlated  with  time,  place,  activity  of  issuer  and 
the  like,  conclusions  are  best  constrained.  Now  that  some  basic  data  are  available,  it  is  hoped 
that  collectors  will  seize  the  opportunity  to  begin  the  requisite  assessments  to  uncover  the  sig¬ 
nificance  of  this  intriguing  series.

CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT  TO  THE  AGM,  2  JUNE  1983 

The  initial  year  of  any  association  or  society  is  one  fraught  with  problems  and  decisions  -  ADA's  first 
year  has  been  no  exception.  From  small  beginnings  but  great  enthusiasm  much  has  been  achieved.  Since 
the  inaugural  meeting  on  20  May  1982,  the  Committee  has  met  five  times.  Much  thought  has  gone  into 
pursuing  the  aims  outlined  at  that  inaugural  meeting  and  the  achievements  of  the  first  year  may  be 
viewed  with  satisfaction.  An  identity  has  been  established  by  the  adoption  of  a  logo  designed  by  Craig 
Dodd,  a  noted  book  designer,  for  use  on  letterheads,  window  stickers  and  cards. 

ADA  has  been  in  touch  with  a  number  of  official  bodies,  government  departments,  etc.,  all  of  whom 
have  expressed  their  interest  in  and  support  of  the  Association.

Letters  written  to  MPs  known  to  have  an  interest  in 
archaeological  and  antiquities  matters  have  evinced  a  gratifying  response,  numerous  favourable  replies 
and  enquiries  to  be  kept  informed  of  ADA’s  progress.  The  formation  of  ADA  w'as  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Minister  for  the  Arts,  the  Rt.  Hon.  Paul  Channon,  following  an  article  in  The  Times  of  12  March 
1983  headed  “Minister  seeks  art  trade  code  on  illegal  exports”  that  took  notice  of  “a  thriving  trade  in 
illegally  exported  antiquities”.  In  his  reply  the  Minister  w'rote  “I  am  most  interested  in  this  development 
in  the  antiquities  world  (the  formation  of  ADA)  and  would  like  to  receive  a  copy  of  your  code  of 
conduct  in  due  course”.  A  notable  sign  of  recognition  has  been  the  election  of  ADA  as  an  Affiliated 
Institutional  Member  of  the  Museums  Association.  This  is  indeed  gratifying  in  view'  of  the  personal 
support  that  the  Association  has  received  from  numerous  archaeologists  and  museum  curators.  It  is 
pleasant  to  be  able  to  record  the  constant  friendly  advice  and  support  that  ADA  has  received  since  its 
first  meeting  from  Dr.  Henry  Cleere,  Director  of  the  Council  for  British  Archaeology.  It  is  hoped  that 
discussions  may  soon  be  set  up  between  both  bodies  to  investigate  mutual  problem  areas  and  to  for¬ 
mulate  joint  policy  statements.  In  due  course,  when  ADA  is  further  established,  official  application  will 
be  made  to  join  the  CBA. 

Publicity  for  the  Association  has  been  achieved  by  mention  in  various  periodicals,  notably  the  full 
coverage  given  in  Popular  Archaeology  for  August  1982  of  a  long  letter  from  the  Chairman,  and  subse¬ 
quently  in  the  September  issue.  It  is  with  deep  regret  and  a  sincere  feeling  of  loss  that  we  have  to  record 
the  death  on  18  May  1983  after  a  long  battle  against  illness,  of  Maureen  Cornish  of  Popular 
Archaeology.  Maureen  was  a  good  friend  of  ADA  and  personally  of  many  of  its  members;  she  will  be 
sorely  missed  by  us  all.  There  have  been  two  issues  of  the  ADA  Newsletter  under  the  direction  of 
Patrick  Dunion  and  our  aim  is  to  issue  four  a  year  in  the  future  with  material  of  interest  to  members  and 
associate  members  alike.  Your  support  is  needed  in  providing  copy.  Tied  in  with  publicity  is  the  question 
of  advertising  both  ADA  and  its  professional  members.  Arrangements  have  been  discussed  with  the 
Antique  Dealers  and  Collectors  Guide  to  take  advertising  space  at  favourable  terms  as  a  group  under 
the  ADA  logo.  Details  may  be  had  from  the  Chairman.  In  addition,  that  periodical  is  interested  in 
running  articles,  short  notes,  information,  etc.,  about  antiquities.  This  can  only  be  beneficial  to  the  trade 
as  a  whole  and  should  be  wholeheartedly  supported. 

Another  area  under  investigation  by  the  Committee  is  a  scheme  for  record  cards  and  certificates  of 
guarantee  of  objects.  This  would  be  essentially,  in  the  first  instance,  for  British  material  and  would  be 
tied  in  with  the  envisaged  co-operation  with  the  National  Monuments  Record  mentioned  above. 

An  ‘Early  Warning  System'  based  on  that  operated  by  the  British  Numismatic  Trade  Association  has 
been  set  up  under  the  direction  of  Mrs  Susan  Hadida  with  co-operation  from  Scotland  Yard.  This 
relates  not  only  to  stolen  antiquities  but  also  as  a  channel  for  relaying  information  about  dubious  or 
false  pieces  that  have  been  recognised  on  offer  from  doubtful  sources. 

On  28  April  ADA  held  its  first  social  function,  a  talk  by  Robert  Erskine  on  collecting  antiquities 
where  members  had  the  pleasure  of  an  excellent  talk  and  the  opportunity  to  handle  actual  pieces,  all 
within  the  convivial  atmosphere  of  a  wine  and  cheese  party  that  owed  a  great  deal  to  the  organisation  of 
Mrs  Susan  Hadida.  The  evening  was  a  great  success  and  similar  events  are  envisaged  for  the  future  with 
lectures  on  a  variety  of  topics,  notably,  of  great  interest  to  us  all,  one  on  the  detection  of  fakes  and 
forgeries. 

Any  society  or  association  depends  for  its  growth  upon  its  membership.  ADA  is  still  small,  though 
growing.  The  response  from  collectors  to  become  Associated  Members  has  been  much  in  excess  of  our 
first  thoughts  on  the  matter.  It  is  imperative  that  we  have  more  members  and  associate  members  if  we 
are  going  to  be  able  to  provide  the  services  and  information  that  an  association  such  as  ours  aims  at 
doing.  Every  new  person  brought  into  ADA  ensures  that  we  can  move  closer  to  our  stated  objectives  -  I 
can  only  exhort  you  to  spread  the  word  about  ADA  to  your  professional  colleagues,  clients,  collecting 
friends  and  any  interested  in  antiquities.  The  Secretary  has  a  large  supply  of  notes  about  ADA  and 
application  forms  available  (G.  Lambor,  16  Goldstone  Villas,  Hove,  Sussex). 
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In  conclusion,  it  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  committee  who  have  worked  so 
hard  to  back  me  up  during  this  first  year  in  getting  the  Association  off  the  ground.  In  addition  to  those 
already  mentioned  above  there  is  the  Treasurer,  Robert  Upton,  and  the  two  co-opted  members,  Mrs 
Audrey  Davies  and  Robert  Erskine.  Head  and  shoulders  above  all  is  the  indefatigable  Secretary,  George 
Lambor,  who  has  been  a  tower  of  strength  in  handling  vast  amounts  of  paperwork  as  well  as  our  com¬ 
mittee  meetings.  To  them  all  we  owe  a  lot  for  making  this  first  year  and  the  future  of  ADA  possible.

MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS 

This  month  we  begin  what  is  intended  to  be  a  regular  series  of  articles  on  commemorative 
medals.  Each  month  we  shall  publish  either  an  article  on  some  general  aspect  of  the  medal, 
perhaps  an  erudite  article  on  one  particular  piece  and/or  general  news  from  the  medal  world. 
Current  market  trends,  auction  sales,  exhibitions  and  other  information  of  a  general  nature 
will  all  be  featured  and  we  would  welcome  information  from  auction  houses,  secretaries  of 
societies,  museums  and  other  bodies  who  have  details  on  medals  that  they  feel  would  be  of 
interest  to  the  historical  medal  collecting  fraternity. 


THE  COMMEMORATIVE  MEDAL:  AN  INSTRUMENT  OF  LEARNING 

The  medal  has  maintained  its  original  form  since  its  birth  in  the  early  part  of  the  Renaissance, 
emerging  at  the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  century  in  Italy.  Although  the  shape  of  the  medal 
has,  generally  speaking,  remained  consistent  throughout  the  last  five  hundred  years  its  style 
and  character  have  developed  through  numerous  phases.  Each  period  and  age  has  seen  its 
face  reflected  in  the  medal,  capturing  that  particular  moment  of  history  and  helping  to 
introduce  the  many  changing  styles  and  movements  in  art.  The  medal  has  always  had  a  docu¬ 
mentary  function  recording  major  events  such  as  the  crowning  of  monarchs,  social  history, 
scientific  achievements  as  well  as  those  of  a  more  frivolous  nature  such  as  a  prize  in  a  beer- 
shifting  competition  -  indeed,  as  one  turns  the  pages  of  history  there  are  few  occurrences 
which  we  are  familiar  with  today  that  have  not  been  commemorated  on  the  medal,  providing 
contemporary  ‘eye-witness’  accounts  of  particular  events.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  many 
subjects  of  historical  interest  that  have  been  celebrated  on  the  medal  have  not  been  com¬ 
memorated  or  recorded  elsewhere  on  other  contemporary  works  of  art  such  as  pictures, 
prints,  ceramics  or  miniatures. 

Though  relatively  minor  in  size  the  stature  of  the  medal  in  terms  of  art  is  certainly  no  less 
than  its  Renaissance  or  Baroque  brother  and  there  have  been  many  great  artists  who, 
although  prominent  in  other  fields  of  art,  have  turned  their  attention  to  the  medal;  many  such 
pieces  are  with  us  today  by  such  celebrities  as  Albrecht  Durer,  Quentin  Matsys  and  David 
d'Angers.  That  medals  can  offer  such  a  breadth  of  art  and  history  and  yet  remain  so 
relatively  inexpensive  is  rather  incongruous;  this  must  certainly  be  gratifying  for  the  collector 
and  student  of  the  subject,  and  undoubtedly  presents  opportunities  which  may  prove  to  be 
short-lived. 

Whatever  object  or  article  one  chooses  to  collect,  the  question  of  forgeries  must  be  of  some 
consideration.  As  far  as  medals  are  concerned  the  question  is  really  whether  the  item  is  a  later 
cast  or  if  it  has  been  restruck.  In  this  respect  the  collector  is  fortunate  in  having  available 
much  literature  on  the  subject;  certainly  in  the  more  exhaustive  works  covering  the  medal  a 
‘scientific’  approach  is  seen,  such  as  the  manner  of  recording  specimens  with  their  diameter  as 
well  as  where  particular  examples  can  be  found.  In  actual  fact  there  have  been  few  attempts 
at  deliberate  fabrication  for  the  purposes  of  deception;  perhaps  this  should  be  interpreted  as  a 
tribute  to  both  the  intricacy  and  individuality  of  each  piece,  displaying  the  inherent  problems 
of  convincingly  copying  such  works  of  art. 

Despite  having  received  the  attentions  of  the  scholar  (who  has  found  reliable  information 
on  the  medal  as  a  contemporary  source  of  material),  as  well  as  the  collector  (including 
Horace  Walpole  and  King  George  III)  over  the  last  two  or  three  centuries,  the  medal  remains 
one  of  the  most  neglected  and  aesthetically  underestimated  forms  of  art.  It  was  Goethe,  the 
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German  poet,  who  advised  .  .  every  person  to  cultivate  the  fine  habit  daily  to  read  in  the 
Bible  or  in  Homer,  to  listen  to  some  good  music,  or  to  look  at  some  medallions’.

DAYLIGHT  ROBBERY! 

On  Friday,  May  6,  at  1  p.m.,  a  burglary  was  committed  in  the  exhibition  of  the  Royal  Coin 
Cabinet,  Stockholm;  the  guard  was  knocked  down,  one  of  the  show-cases  broken  into  and  the 
unique  gold  medallion  of  Constantine  the  Great,  struck  at  Trier  in  326,  was  stolen.  In  spite  of 
the  automatic  alarm  the  thief  succeeded  in  escaping  from  the  museum.  No  other  coin  was 
stolen.  The  suspect  was  a  young  man,  20-25  years  old,  dark  and  thin.  It  is,  however,  very 
likely  that  he  has  turned  over  the  coin  to  the  person(s)  who  commissioned  him  to  steal  the 
piece. 

The  medallion  corresponds  in  weight  to  4|  solidi  or  20.13  g.  It  is  published  as  No.  469  in 
Roman  Imperial  Coinage ,  Vol.  VII,  by  P.  M.  Bruun,  ed.  by  C.  H.  V.  Sutherland  and  R.  A.  G. 
Carson,  London,  1966.  We  illustrate  the  piece  on  Plate  87,  the  size  is  1:1  or  30/31  mm.  The 
medallion  is  almost  impossible  to  value.  For  the  benefit  of  the  authorities  the  value  can  be 
given  as  c.  US$100,000. 

We  would  appreciate  any  help  in  the  matter.  Any  information  on  the  stolen  medallion 
which  you  might  be  able  to  give,  should  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  police  in  your 
country  or  to  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet,  Box  4305,  S-l  14  84  Stockholm,  Sweden.

BOOKS  RECEIVED 

T.  W.  Townsend,  Seventeenth  Century  Tradesmen’s  Tokens  of  Lincolnshire:  The  Issuers. 
A4,  61  pp.,  10  plates.  Available  from  Peter  Jones  Books,  Audley  House,  1 1  Margaret  Street, 
London  WIN  8 AT.  Price  £5.50  plus  £1  p&p. 

This  new  study  of  the  Lincolnshire  seventeenth  century  tokens  has  been  written  by  Mr.  W.  T. 
Townsend,  who  until  his  death  in  1981  was  the  Honorary  Curator  of  Coins  and  Tokens  at 
the  Spalding  Gentlemen’s  Society.  Mr.  Townsend  formed  a  large  collection  of  tokens.  He 
attempted  to  verify  the  attribution  to  Lincolnshire  of  all  the  tokens  included  in  earlier 
catalogues  and  to  discover  more  about  the  issuers  through  research  into  contemporary  local 
records.  He  has  produced  a  study  which  is  of  value  to  both  the  local  historian  and  the 
numismatist.  His  work  has  added  several  new  tokens  to  the  Lincolnshire  list  and  demons¬ 
trated  that  a  number  really  belong  to  other  counties,  or  have  been  wrongly  identified  from 
worn  specimens. 

The  book  is  illustrated  with  engravings  of  tokens  which  were  originally  published  in  various 
nineteenth  century  local  history  works. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Plough  turns  up  hoard:  A  hoard  of  more  than  6,000  third  century  A.D.  Roman  coins  has  been 
discovered  during  ploughing  about  three  miles  south  of  Colchester,  Essex.  The  find  spot,  at  Olivers 
Orchard,  is  only  half-a-mile  from  the  important  Roman  site  at  Gosbecks  Farm,  where  a  temple,  set 
within  a  large  enclosure  and  a  theatre  were  located.  The  discovery  was  made  by  Mr  Brian  Wade,  an 
employee  at  the  orchard,  who  noticed  the  glint  of  loose  coins  behind  his  plough.  He  reported  the  find  to 
Mr  Rupert  Knowles,  managing  director  of  Olivers  Orchard  and  a  leading  member  of  what  is  known  as 
the  Roman  River  Valley  Conservation  Zone  Advisory  Group. 

The  hoard  was  excavated  under  the  professional  guidance  of  an  official  from  Colchester  Museurrt.  Mr 
Knowles  and  his  brother  Martin,  the  trustee  landowners,  subsequently  delivered  the  coins  to  the  British 
Museum,  where  they  are  being  cleaned  and  catalogued.  The  Museum  will  be  required,  in  accordance 
with  the  normal  procedure,  to  inform  the  coroner  whether  the  hoard  constitutes  treasure  trove.  The  find 
was  in  three  pots.  The  first  vessel  holding  4,041  coins  had  been  buried  upside  down  about  18  inches 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Almost  2,000  coins  were  contained  in  two  further  pots  nearby.  The 
hoard  dates  mainly  from  the  third  century  independent  Gallic  empire  when  the  usurper,  Postumus 
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(259-268)  was  in  control  of  most  of  Gaul,  Spain  and  probably  Britain.  It  is  possible  that  the  coins  were 
deposited  in  the  ground  at  a  time  of  trouble  and  unrest  when  pirates  were  raiding  the  East  coast.

You  win  some,  you  lose  some:  Three  metal  detector  users  were  seen  searching  a  Scheduled  site  at  Ickl- 
ingham  (Suffolk)  by  the  light  of  the  moon  by  the  landowner.  He  had  ploughed  the  stubble  that  day  and 
anticipated  that  treasure  hunters  would  be  paying  him  a  visit.  He  called  the  police  and  the  three  men 
were  apprehended;  one  of  them,  Terence  Stewart,  was  found  to  have  a  metal  detector  in  his  possession. 
He  told  Mildenhall  magistrates  on  21  February  that  he  did  not  go  on  the  site  with  the  intention  of  steal¬ 
ing:  he  only  wanted  to  collect  Roman  coins.  He  was  fined  £150  in  respect  of  two  offences  under  the 
Ancient  Monuments  and  Archaeological  Areas  Act  1979. 

The  two  treasure  hunters  who  dug  up  a  hoard  of  56,500  Roman  silver  coins  from  the  Scheduled 
Ancient  Monument  of  Cunetio  (Wiltshire),  which  lies  on  Crown  Estates  land,  have  received  a  ‘reward’ 
of  £45,000  from  the  Treasury.
